IS  MA.TKflTV,  liy  and  with  tho  advice  mid  C(.nsentot  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  enactn 
lollowH : —

upon  such  terms  and  comlitions  as  may  be  agrwd  upon  between 
the  respective  companies,  pn  vided  that  no  such  af,'reement  shall 
have  any  force  or  eflect  until  the  same  shall  have  Wen  approved 
by  two-thirds  in  value  of  the  shareholders  of  each  company 
present  at  a  special  general  meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpose.

WitoMtiM.  Every  witness  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  fees 

and  allowances  as  if  summoned  to  attend  before  the  High

(c)  Any  dispute  between  any  iminieiuiility  and  any  coiiipiiny 
with  regard  to  the  nervice,  rates  una  tolu,  speed  of  cam  or 
trains.
